How pilot lights work; 


cand what you can do 
when they don’t. 


How to tell when a pilot is out. 


You turn on a gas range burner and 
it doesn’t light. Or the furnace won't 
go on. Or there’s no hot water. This 
probably means the pilot isn’t 
on. A draft may have blown it out. 


Gas range pilots. 


A gas range usually has more than 
one pilot. And the location of pilots 
varies with the brand of gas range. 
Tf you’re not sure where your pilot 
or pilots are located: 


1. Check your owner’s manual. 
2. If you.can’t find it, call us. 


Tf you’ve found the pilot and it’s out, 
be sure all burners are turned off, 
allow a few minutes for the air to 
clear, then touch a lighted match te 
the pilot opening. The small blue pi- 
lot flame should then begin to burn, 
and the burner should light when 
you turn on the control. If the pilot 
or the burner fails to light, call us. 
We'll send a man out to check it. 


Furnace pilots. 


Tf the pilot of any gas heater or fur- 
nace goes out, turn off the main 
burner valve. Allow ten or fifteen 
minutes for any accumulated gas to 
clear before re-lighting the pilot. 
Follow the instructions shown on the 
equipment. With the pilot re-lighted, 
the heater or furnace should operate. 
Tf it won't, call us. 


Water heaters and 
clothes dryers. 


All gas water heaters and dryers of 
recent make go.off completely if the 


pilot goes out. And just about every 
model bears manufacturer instruc- 
tions for relighting the pilot. If you 
can’t get the appliance operating, call 
us or your appliance dealer. 


Leave pilots lit. 


Some folks prefer to shut off fur. 
naces and water heaters during the 
summer, or when they go away on 
vacation. You'll find it more con- 
venient to turn off the main burner, 
but not the pilot. When the pilot is 
lighted, your furnace is ready to 
work ona cold day. Most water heat- 
ers can simply be turned to “PI- 
LOT.” This position keeps the pilot 
lighted, but prevents the main burn- 
er from heating water.

ORDINANCE NO. 65 - 09 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY AMENDING SEC- 
TION 7.10(a) OF THE ALBANY 
CITY CODE, 1958, 


| THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
“OF ALBANY DOES ORDAIN 
“AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1: Section 7.10(a) of the 
Albany City Code, 1958, is hereby 
amended by deleting the entire 
section therefrom, and the said 
section herceforth shall read as 
follows: 

“Section 7.10(a) Section 
104(h) is amended by adding the 
following: 

No person, firm or corporation 
shal demolish, move or cause to 
be moved, on, over or through 
any public street of the City of 
Albany, any building without 
first obtaining permission in writ- 
ing to do so from the building 
inspector and paying a permit 
fee of $25.00 and depositing a 
cash bond of $205.00 as a guar- 
anty to the City of Albany that 
the permittee will do the follow- 
ing: 

Remove, or cause to be re- 
moved, all remaining debris on 
the site, repair and make good 
any and all damage to sidewalks, 
curbs, gutters or streets, and re- 
placement of ornamental trees if 
damaged or removed. The fore- 
going shall be accomplished with- 
ina period of five (5) days fol- 
lowing the demolition or removal 
of the said structure. 

Should permittee fail to remove 
Said debris and leave site in a 
neat and clean appearance, or 
fail to repair and make good any 
and all damage to. sidewalks, 
curbs, gutters or streets, or fail 
to replace damaged or removed 
ornamental trees, the City may 
Cause the same to be done and 
shall deduct from said deposit 
all costs of such work. A sum of 
$5.00 shall be retained by the 
City of Albany as an inspection 
fee for the final inspection of 
such demolition or removal. 

“Demolition,’’ as used in the 
foregoing, does not include demo- 
lition of accessory structures 
only or where permits have been 
first obtained for a structure or 
facility to occupy the same site. 
No building so moved shall be 
permitted to stand upon any 
Street within the limits of one 
block between the hours of 5:00 
p.m. and 8:00 a.m, except by writ- 
ten permission obtained from the 
building inspector. 

No such building shall be 
moved onto any lot in the City 
of Albany unless permission to 
do so has been granted by the 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
and the building inspector of the 
City of Albany.”’
